STRANGE SEA TREASURE, 


Ambergris Is One of the Most 
_ Products of the Deep. ' 

A piece of ambergris estimated to 
be worth about $150,000, recently 
brought into Victoria, B.C,, was de- 
clared to be one of the largest 
masses of this siranle sea treasure 
ever found. : 

Because of iis great value, the in- 
frequency with which it is found and 
the mystery which long existed as to 
its origin ambergrik from the earliest 
times has been regarded as one of the 
most prized products of the deep, It 
is a solid, fatty, inflammable sub- 
stance, generally of a gull gray or 
blackish color, and possessing after 
exposure to the air a peculiarly 
sweet, earthy odor. Ambergris is now 
known to be a morbid secretion form- 
ed in the intestines of the sperm 
whale, but for centuries it was var- 
iously believed to be the solidified 
foam of the sea, fungoid marine 
growth, gum which exuded from the 
trees and flowed into the ocean, or 
bye-product of bird life. 

Ambergris occurs in lumps of var- 
fous shapes and sizes from half an 
ounce to 150 pounds or more, When 
first taken from the whale it throws 
off a very offensive odor. This grad- 
ually gives way to a subtle aroma, 
said by some writers faintly to sug- 
gest that of honey, Although its al- 
most sole use to-day is the making 
of perfumery, ambergris was for cen- 
turies highly esteemed as a medicine 
for certain diseases, and it was long 
used in the sacred rites of the church 
and in connection with fragrant 
gums burned in the apartments of 
royalty. ‘ 

All seafaring men are constantly 
on the lookout for ambergris, yet 
many whaling skippers in fifty years 
of experience have never come across 
a quarter ounce of the substance ‘The 
amount of ambergTis produced annu- 
ally from all sources varies greatly, 
searcely any being found in some 
years, while in others a single chunk 
worth $100,000 and more may be 
brought in by some fortunate vessel, 

What is undoubtedly the most val- 
uable lot ever secured up to recent 
date was a mass of 162 pounds ob- 
tained in 1891, and was finally sold in 
London for about $50,000. For trade 
reasons details as to its finding and 
marketing were 'ong veiled in deep- 
est secrecy. One of the most valu- 
able pieces of ambergris ever received 
in America was taken in 1894 from 
a whale near the Cape Verde Islands. 
It weighed 109 pounds and sold for 
about $26,000, the best paris bring- 
ing $250 a pound.

Mine Accident Victims. 
A new kind of contest of skill that 


champions aud even perbaps its bitter 
rivalries and partisan loyalty bets has 
swept over the coal mining sections of 
the United States in the past two 
years, though up to the present it I 
practically unbeard of in targe parts 
of the country. 

First aid is the name of the new 
sport, the competing teams demon 
strating their knowledge of how te 
meet emergencies of accidents in coai 
inines. 

Sets of rules have been generally 
agreed on and officially promulgated 
by a national organization, so a team 
from New Mexico could compete with 
the champion team of sowe L'ennsyl- 
yania district, for iustance, and know 
the conditions to be met as well os a 
Western football team Snows the con 
ditions to be met in a game with an 
eastern college. 

Each team consists of a eaptain and 
four ten and usually unother man for 
ft subject. At the tournaments eacb 
team, in turn, sbows how it would 
ineet some accident described by the 
judges, 

At a recent New Mexico contest, fot 
instance, each team Was told to pro- 
ceed on the assumption that a fall of 
rock in a mine bad broken tbe leg of a 
miner and had nearly filled the pas- 
sageway with loose rock, 

The subject represented the injured 
miner, and each team gave the proper 
first aid for a fractured thigh, impro- 
vised a stretcher and carried him to 
safety through the low passageway 
over the fallen rock, represented by 
some loose logs, and with strings to 
mark the walls and roof of the pas- 
sageway.~—Saturday Evening Post. 


ANTARCTIC FORESTS. 


The Frigid South Pole Once Burned 
Under a Tropical Sun. 
Probably the most interesting of the 
Scott antarctic exnedition specimens 
which have just been placed in the 
Natural History museum at Soutk 
Kensington, are the few pieces of coa 
found by Captain Scott's party ip 
latitude 85 degrees, in the middle of 
the frozen plateau that stretches from 
King Edward's Land way beyond the 

south pole. : 

The coal was found by Commander 
Evans among the little bundle of 
fossils which Captain Scott and his 
three companions dragged through the 
blizzard with their other baggage op 
that memorable return journey which 
cost them their lives. ‘The few tiny 
fragments, under the light of science, 
tell a wonderful story. 

If it is true, as these specimens 
strongly indicate, that there is coal at 
the sooth pole, it follows that at some 
remote period there wust have been 
forests givwing in this frozen, ice cov- 
ered land. Stored up in the little bits 
of coal is the heat from a tropical sup 
which ages ago sbone over the hills 
and fertile valleys of King Edward's 
Lund, now a desolate ice waste.—Lon- 
Cor. Philadelphia Ledger. 


Paper Cannons Now. 

London Tit-Bits describes a project 
for the most remarkable of all uses of 
paper—as a substitute for steel in a 
certain kind of cannon. 

The famous Krupp works in Ger- 
many have already manufactured 
suine of these paper cannon. They are 
field pieces designed for the special 
use of infantry. ‘Their caliber is a 
little less than two incbes, and they 
are so light that a soldier can easily 
carry one. The advantages of that fa- 
cility of transportation are, of conrse, 
tremendous, And, strange as it may 
seem, the resistance of these paper 
guns is greater than that of steel fleld 
pieces of the same caliber. . 

The paper cannon are not intended 
to supplant those made of steel. They 
are inerely for use in situations where 
the movement of heavy field artillery 
would be tmpracticudle,

NATIONAL DEBTS. 


France Leads, and the United States 
Trails the Great Powers. 

Do you worry when your monthly 
bills come around? If you do it might 
be worth while to know that there are 
some real debtors in the world, for sta- 
tistics that have just been completed 
at Washington reveal the fact that the 
national debts of the world aggregate 
$42,000,000,000. Ten years ago it wae 
about $32,000,000,000, and forty years 
ago it was but a little over $20,000,000,- 
000, having doubled in four decades. 

The largest national debt is that of 
the republic of France, a total of $6,- 
284,000,000. The next largest is that 
of the United Kingdom, including 
British India, a total of $4,961,000,000. 
Germany lacks less than $50,000,000 of 
this total, the debt of the empire and 
of the German states totaling $4,914,- 
000,000. Russia owes $4,553,000,000; 
Austria-Hungary, $3,753,000,000; Italy, 
$2,707,000,000; Spain, $1,815,000,000; 
Japan, $1,242,000,000, and down at the 
foot of the list of great powers is the 
United States, with $1,028,000,000. 

But if the nations of the world owe 
much they also own much, for thelr 
apnual revenues total $12,179,000,000 
and their annual expenditures $12, 
308,000,000.—Leslie’s Weekly. 


WAR ON FOX HUNTING. 


England's Classic Sport Actually Men- 
aced by Her Farmers. 

The glory is departing from country 
life in England, and common sense is 
coming in. English farmers are band. 
ing together to declare war on foxes 
and fox hunting.
